Franklin County Municipal 
Court Judge Janet Jackson 
became the first Black Democrat 
and first Black female to win elec- 
tion to-a judicial seat, in an elec- 
tion, which saw all the incum- 
bents, including council president 
Jerry Hammond, returned to 
council and a Black, Sharlene 
Morgan, chosen as’ one of five 
incoming Columbus board of 
education members. 

Loretta Heard was defeated in 
her bid for Franklin County Clerk 
of Courts. 

Jackson won a surprisingly 
strong decision over assistant 
Franklin County prosecutor 
Edward Morgan, who had earlier 
been heavily favored to win the 
seat in acounty, which had elected 
only a handful of Democrat 
judges in the past 25 years and had 
never elected a Black Democrat 
judge. 

Other races were less surprising. 
All the Columbus city council 
incumbents were re-elected com- 
fortably over their challengers, 
with Republican Arlene Sho- 
emaker leading the ticket. The a 
balance of city council in favor 
the Democrats will remain 
unchanged, with Jerry Hammond 
expected to remain as council 
president, Also, winning. were 
Charles Mentel and John 
Maloney. 

Ray Jones, the Black Republi- 
can who was running for one of 
four council seats, was locked ina 
virtual tie for fifth place with Paul 
Herbert. Jones attributed his 
defeat to the city’s positive image 
created by Republican mayor 
Dana G. “Buck” Rinehart, who 
was running unopposed.

A Columbus man is paralyzed 
from the waist down, while 
another has been charged with 
felonious assault as a result of 
what police suspect was a drug- 
related shooting Oct. 21 on the 
Eastside.

before his confrontation with the 
officer about 12:30 a.m.

bert, shot in the back, was found 
unconscious between houses: at

Doyle awar 


Spunky and determined Jerry 
Doyle, 36 after almost eight years 
of legal battles, was awarded a 
total of $112,906.97 in damages 
last week by a U.S. District Court 
jury in the $500,000 racial discrim- 
ination lawsuit against T. Mar- 
zetti Co. 

Doyle was fired March 28, 1980 
from his job as a line stacker at 
Marzetti. He still maintains race 
discrimination played a part in his 
termination. 

Doyle, father of five children, 
recalls that he was fired after he 
left the production line to use the 
restroom, 

During the eight-year ordeal, 
Doyle and his family lost their 
home, and lost a subsequent job 


after he was fired from Marzetti. 

“We had to sell just about all we 
had for my legal defense funds. 
Marzetti knew they were wrong. 
They put my family through that 
nightmare,” Doyle said. 

Doyle continued to fight the 
legal battle against Marvetti des- 
pite the obstacles of lack of legal 
defense funds; “lack of coopera- 
tion or assistance from some 
Black community leaders most of 
whom Doyle said closed their 
doors on him each time he con- 
fronted them with unemployment 
problem and how Marzetti 
treated him.” 

Doyle said he took his fight to 
the streets, and handed out more 
than 200,000 fliers, telling citizens

Having a strong base of Black 
voters obviously has made him the 
frontrunner in a field which has 
been fragmented. In a nation tn 
which only about 12 percent of all 
the nation’s voters are Black, 
however, race or ethnicity alone is 
an insufficient base upon which to 
build a candidacy 

Jackson, of course, has attemp- 
ted to broaden his base. But with 
approximately a quarter of the 
nation’s voters saying publicly 
that they would not support him 
undef any circumstances -- and 
the private sentiments probably 
higher -- the Jackson candidacy ts

Congrats to Celeste 


The United Negro College Fund has honored Ohio's governor, Richard 
F. Celeste, with its highest national award, the Frederick Douglas Patterson 
award, in honor of his work in promoting the UNCF drive. We applaud the 
honor, and believe it is well-deserved. 


The year before Celeste became governor, the state raised only $2,700 for 
UNCF and its 42-member schools, including Wilberforce in Ohio. Celeste 
has shepherded an annual drive which has grown 60-fold in just four years, 
to over $160,000. In addition, Ohio is the first state in the nation to 
authorize payroll deduction for the United Negro College Fund. 

Time, Inc. president and chief executive officer J. Richard Munro, in 
presenting the award to Celeste, called him “a special friend of UNCF.” We 
believe the point is well taken, because the record speaks for itself. 

In part, because of the efforts of the governor, Ohio has become one of 
the nation’s leaders in per capita support for the United Negro College 
Fund. The governor, and the state leadership of people like Department of 
Administrative Services director William G. Sykes, believe with the UNCF 
motto that “a mind is a terrible thing to waste.” They have demonstrated 
their commitment to that program through their tireless support for UNCF, 
and for the principles which UNCF embodies. 

In that, the governor and his staff are certainly deserving of the highest 
honors that UNCF can give, and we applaud him. : 


Black children need buffers 


Black children today face a different battle to survive. One in four Black 
babies is born to a teen. Sixty percent of Black babies are born to single 
mothers who have never been married, This means that, in addition to the 
persistent sting of racism, most of the next generation of Black children is 
likely to grow up poor, : 

Our children need buffers: a caring adult community that can sheild them 
against the battering of negative messages from an outside world that values 
them less than better-off white children. They need Black adults who will 
nurture their hopes and make them understand that they too can make it. 

When we ourselves were children, we coped with and surmounted this 
negative bombardment. Many of us grew up in segregated towns or cities. 
There,-the whole‘world outside 6f our Black communities seemed to be 
telling Black children that we weren't worth much or were second rate, 

We didn’t believe this negative message, because the adults we knew and 
respected told us it wasn’t true. Our parents said it wasn’t. Our preachers 
and teachers told us it wasn’t. They nurtured us as a community, and 
protected our hope that we could go on to college and succeed in the adult 
world. 

Now it is our turn to protect and affirm the next generation of our 
children. They can succeed at science and math as well as football and 
basketball, if that is what we expect of them and support them in doing. We 
must join together as a community to establish an ethic achievement and 
self-esteem among our children. 

How well our children turn out will depend on what we put in. If we 
adults cut corners in our own efforts, they will too. If we lie, they will too, If 
we spend our money on clothes or cars and none on our colleges, churches 
or civic causes, they will follow our lead. 

We can help protect our children by giving them constructive alternatives 
to the streets. We can do things with our children: attend church if we are 
religious, eat our meals together, take an interest in their school work, 
participate in community activities. We can listen, We can set a moral 
example. 

It is time we gave back the protection and nurturing that so many of us 
received.

10,000 Columbus young people by Feb. | to make a commitment to live 
drug-free, crime-free and alcohol-free lives. These youth, between the ages 
of 5 and 19, would be in the vanguard of a community effort to develop a 
more positive environment throughout the community. 

We are seeing some frightening trends among our young people. Teen- © 
age parenthood is increasing. Indeed, a Black child is more likely to be born 
out of wedlock than in wedlock in this country, and this community. 
Crimes, spurred in large part by the increased availability of dangerous, 
addictive drugs such as crack, is destroying the lives of too many of our 
children, 

Indeed, one of the problems facing so many Black children is an 
environment in which such destructive and self-destructive behavior 
becomes almost normal and even expected. 

Into this environment comes “I Ain't Into That.” Its theme is simple: the 
abstention from destructive behavior. Yet it is possible that just such a 
public theme, promoted broadly and repeatedly, will be able to encourage 
positive.peer pressure which can make the development of healthier life- 
styles a “hip” thing to do. 

We applaud Rev. Wise for his efforts. We urge the community to support 
this program.

This program, if coupled with intensive follow-up with the young people 
who have made their pledges, should be a positive step in the Columbus 
community. We are looking for it to be successful, and we urge parents to 
talk withthe jldren to make a public declaration that “I Ain't Into 
That.”

If his- 
tory holds true, the governor 
may have other opportunities to 
demonstrate his continued com- 
mitment to the affirmative 
action. 

When the governor first took 
office, he developed what was, 


and remains, one of the top 
records for hiring of minorities 
in national history — the 
appointment of Blacks to'six 
cabinet-level positions. Now, an 
affirmative action executive 
order by Celeste, prepared over 
the summer, is attempting to 
institutionalize the progress 
which had been made, at the top 
down through the ranks of every 
department. 

However, no one wants to see 
the atrophying of gains at the 
top, even where there are gains 
at the lower level. It is for this 
reason that the governor is 
expected, with his next few 
senior-levekpportunities, to 
make affirmative action a high 
priority in the selection process. 
The goal: when the music stops, 
that Blacks won't be standing 
out in the cold. 


The Wall Street crash: “White Monday’

Monday, October 19, 1987 was 
not.a good day for the stock 
market on Wall Street. In fact, it 
has been characterized by most 
financial analysts as “the worse 
day ever.” It was the day that the 
market plummeted 508 points, the 
worst plunge in the history of Wall 
Street. 

On that day, I happened to be at 
Emmanuel United Church of 
Christ in Lexington, Kentucky, 
preparing to watch the national 
evening news. The “NBC Nightly 
News’’, anchored by Tom 
Brockaw, began with the state- 
ment: “This is Black Monday.” 

Mr..Brockaw was referring to 
the disastrous day which Wall 
Street had just experienced. As 
soon as | heard that the day was 
being characterized as “Black 
Monday,” I began to take strong 
exception to the use of that 
phrase. It was not appropriate to 
characterize the day of failure and 
calamity of this nation’s financial 
conter-as'u black! day | 

I know there are some who will 
say that no hafii was meant 
because this term was first used 


1929, signalling The Great 
Depression. If 1 had been alive at 
that time, | would have taken 
exception then, too. 

The problem is that this society 
associates failure exclusively with 
the color “black” at the same time 
as it associates success only, with 
the color “white.” 


Much of the media throughout 
the nation also characterized the 
recent failure as “Black Monday.” 
We all know the power that the 
‘media has in forming values. 

Let us remember the context of 
this discussion. We live in a racist 
society. To ascribe negative and 
positive values, respectively, to 
the colors black and white is to 
enhance the institutionalization of 
this country’s racist values. 

Racism is both subtle and per- 
vasive. That is why the victims of 
racism cannot afford to become 
silent and complacent. For too 
long certain racist connotations 
have become socially acceptable 
because they have not been con- 
sistently challenged. F 
», For example, some people still 
panic when a black cat crosses 
their path. Devil’s food cake is 
chocolate cake; angel food cake is 


wear white hats and ride white 
horses; the bad guys are identified 
by the color black. The color 
white is associated with purity; the 
color black with impurity. It is 
okay to tell a little “white lie; and 
no one wants a so-called “black 
mark” on their record. 

It is within this context that we 
must be ever mindful of the psy- 
chological damage that is done to 
the entire society by the use of 


connotations that have racist 
implications. 

Let’s look at what really hap- 
pened on Wall Street. The major 
financial decision makers at the 
time of both historic crashes were 
almost exclusively white males. 
Now, this is not to suggest that 
white males are prone to failure. 
But it would have been more accu- 
rate, although not appropriate, to 
have labeled this day, “White 


Monday.” 

The truth is that there will 
probably be more bad days for 
Wall Street. Any financial system 
that is dependent upon the 

: monopolistic advantage of the 
rich ‘over thé poor will inevitably 
fail. What’ we should all learn 
from this is that in times of great

Extremists in high places: Where do they find these people?

* Recently, the committee 
rejected another nominee to the 
National Council on the Humani- 
ties, Charles Moser, who had been 
active in efforts to ban public 
school textbooks in West 
Virginia. 

* Another controversial nomi- 
nee was Warren Richardson, 
named in 1981 as assistant secre- 
tary of Health and Human Servi- 
ces. Richardson had been general 
counsel for the Far Right group 
Liberty Lobby, which has called 
the Nazi Holocaust a Jewish 
hoax. Richardson asked that his 
nomination be withdrawn. 

* Carolyn Sundseth, who 
served as the Administration's 
liaison to most religious groups, 


declared members of the Presi- 
dent’s staff should “get saved or 
get out” -- a remark suggesting 
that only those who share her reli- 
gious beliefs should serve in 
government. 


Former Education Secretary 
Terrel Bell made headlines 
recently when he revealed he had 
often heard “mid-level right-wing 
staffers” in the Reagan Adminis- 
tration make racial slurs. 

Bell's revelations, contained in 
a soon-to-be-published book on 
his four years as a cabinet secre- 
tary, come as no surprise to stu- 
dents of theFar Right's influence 
over the Administration, 

Virtually every administration 
has its share of incompetents or 
worse. However, this Administra- 
tion has appointed a remarkable 
number of ideological extremists 
-- some of whose records are so 


embarrassing that they have been 
forced to resign or have been 
denied confirmation by the 
Senate. 

For instance, 

* In 1985, the Administration 
appointed Marianne Mele Hall to 


the $70,000-a-year position of 


head of the Copyright Royalty 
Tribunal. She resigned after it was 
revealed she had helped write a 
book which said Blacks “insist on 
preserving their jungle freedoms, 
their women, their avoidance of 
personal responsibility and their 
abhorrence of the work ethic.” 

* Anthony Bouscaren, a 1986 
appointee to the National Council 
on the Humanities, had worked 
for the Pioneer Fund, an organi- 
zation which has sought to prove 
that Blacks are genetically inferior 
to whites. Bouscaren’s nomina- 
tion was rejected by the Senate

What is a deacon? 

Webster contributes, “a servant 
of the church, a messenger.” 

Barbour’s Bible Dictionary 
calls the deacon a “subordinate 
minister or officer in the early 
Christian church.” Acts 6:1-6 
verses. 

Peloubets' Bible Dictionary 
emphasized the qualifications 
found in Acts 6;3, “look ye out 
among you seven men of honest 
report, full of the Holy Ghost and 
wisdom.” 

The New King James (NKJ) 
“whom we may appoint, (Acts 
6:4), but we will give ourselves 
continually to prayer and to the 
ministry of the word... (Acts 6:6) 
and when they had prayed they 
laid hands on them.” 

This was done by Dr. C, Dexter 
Wise III, Shiloh’s pastor and the 
Reverends Robert A. Callahan 
and Carl G,. Bennett, special 
assistants to Dr. Wise. ‘ 

Although Apostle Paul in his 
first letter to Timothy, (3:8-12) 
gave severe qualifications for a 
modern day deacon, the NKJ ver- 
sion says (I Tim, 3:13) “for those 
who have served well as deacons 
obtain for themselves a good 
standing and great boldness in the 
faith which is in Christ Jesus.” 

The beauty of the Holy Scrip- 


tures was inspirational during the

BFC has plenty of kids 
needing adoptive homes

There has been a flurry of sto- 
ries on Baby “M”, surrogate 
mothers, high priced adoption 
and transracial adoptions, It 
would make a person think there 
are just not any children around. 
But that too is a myth; while 
babies can at times be scarce, ther 
are 1500 children needing adop- 
tive homes in Ohio. Approxi- 
mately 48% are black and biracial. 
These children are not babies but 
they still need parents and a place 
to call home. 

Black Family Connections 
(B.F.C.) was established through 
Franklin County Children Servi- 
ces in 1983 to serve and promote 
the placement of black and bira- 
cial children awaiting permanent 
homes. It was felt that by having 
anon-threatening centrally- 
located facility minority families 
could come to, families would be 
less apprehensive about the pro- 
cess involved in adopting. 

Through random samplings it 
was found that myths existed 
about adoption regarding the 
financial assets a family ‘had to 
have, whether single persons 
could adopt and overall fears 
about the adoption of older child- 
ren. These myths have- been dis- 


pelled by adoption recruitment 
specialist Doris Callow-ay Moore 
recruitment staff, B.F.C. Board 
members and B.F.C. staff. 

From 1983 through 1986 Black 
Family Connections’ success hails 
132 children with adoptive homes. 
This year 37 waiting Black and 
Biracial children have been placed 
with permanent families, about 
one-half have been adopted by 
relatives. Many of the relatives 
have found out about these child- 
ren through recruitment efforts. 
Relatives saw children on televi- 
sion or other media tools used and 
contacted B.F.C, about them. 

Black Family Connections will 
be recognizing its 4th anniversary 
and utilizing it.as another 
recruitment effort to sensitize the 
community to the need for more 
adoptive homes. A reception is 
being held at the ‘Martin Luther 
King Center on November 10 
from 4 to 7 p.m. hosted by Black 
Family Connections Advisory

SC salutes baseball 
pioneer, Joe Black 


LOS ANGELES, Ca. -- For 
Blacks in modern league base- 
ball, there were two beginnings. 
One was the much heralded 
breaking of the Major League 
color barrier by Jackie Robin- 
son in the National League 
with the Brooklyn Dodgers, 
followed shortly by Larry 
Doby in the American League 
with the Cleveland Indians. 
The second beginning was 
the first wave of Black super- 
stars such as Roy Campanella, 
Don Newcombe, Willie Mays 


and Joe Black with additional 
future stars Henry Aaron and Ernie Banks on the horizon. 

All, of course were exceptional major leaguers, but one stood 
out long after his baseball career in the corporate world ... Joe 
Black. For his double pioncering role as a Black baseball star, 
and as a Black corporate executive, he will be honored in Los 
Angeles by the National Association for Sickle Cell Disease. 
The salute takes place Monday, Nov. 9 at the Beverly Wilshire

As did Robinson a few years earlier, Black bursted onto the 
baseball scene with a big splash with the Dodgers, winning 
Rookie of the year honors. 

The big 4-2 victory he hurled over the New York Yankees 
during that rookie year, marked the first World Series victory 
for a Black pitcher. His baseball career was followed by a rapid 
and smooth transition to the corporate world with the Grey- 
hound Corporation, He became vice president with Grey- 
hound in 1969. 

To many Americans today, Black perhaps is best identified 
through his provocative and stimulating “By The Way” radio 
commentaries heard on contemporary urban radiv stations 
across the country, and printed in Black publications. 

As a long time vice president with Greyhound, Black was 
instrumental in bringing about policies and practices leading to 
their hiring and training of minorities. Under his direction, 
Greyhound has long been a leader in corporate America in 
minority affairs. 

He was very active and vocal about the hiring and training of 
minorities, utilization of minority group advertising outlets, 
the placing of funds in minority financial institutions, the pur-

Young athlete follows path

Senior Jeff Sydner will play his 
last regular season football game 
for the East, High School Tigers 
tomorrow evening (Nov. 6) at 
Brookhaven.

Sydner credits his success to 
three factors, his family, love for 
football, and the winning tradi- 
tion and pride at East. 

He is the youngest child and 
only surviving son of Norma 
Sydner and Joe Person of Colum- 
bus. Sydner also has three sisters. 


This athlete’s introduction to 
football began when he was just a 
4-year-old playing for the W. 
Mound Street R “I became 
interested in it because there was 
no other way I could hit anyone as 
hard as I could and not get in 
trouble for it,” he said. “Now I 
don’t know what I would do with-

The 5-foot-9-inch, 165 pounder 
wears jersey No. 99 because he 
was one of the last players to make 
the team four years ago.

Young urges governments 


to expand job training

(COLUMBUS BUREAU) 


In a wide ranging speech, 
Atlanta, Ga. mayor Andrew 
Young told almost 300 job train- 
ing specialists that moré had to be 
done to prepare America’s 
workers for opportunities in a 
global society, including 
expanded job training. 

Young. who also served as a 
U.S. Congressman and U.N. 
Ambassador, also urged the 
expansion of literacy programs as 
a “good business practice” to 
improve productivity among 
existing workers. 

Young was speaking at the 4th 
annual meeting of the Job Train- 
ing Partnership Programs, a 
statewide network of Private 
Industry Councils (PICs), The 
PICs were developed as a private- 
public partnership to provide 
expanded job opportunities and 
training to targeted low-income 
populations. 

In America today, a changing 
world economy has given the 
nation “an opportunity to create 
the new styles of business, new 
styles of cooperation between 
management and labor and edu- 
cation,” Young asserted. Global 
competition has opened up new 
markets, including those markets 
in the so-called “Third World” of 
Africa, Asia and Latin America. 

However, several factors will 
keep the United States from 
expanding in these markets, 
unless they are corrected. One is 
the cultural aversion to 
minorities. 

“We're uncomfortable with 
colored folk,” Young asserted. 
“We have not been able to make 
the cultural jump to deal with 
people in countries where every- 
body's Black or brown.” 

The other major problem was 
adult illiteracy, which costs 
employers billions of dollars a 
year in lost productivity. 

According to estimates, Yourlg 
said, about 16 percent of all those 
in the workforce are functionally 
illiterate ~ unable to read suffi- 
ciently to carry out their daily

responsibilities. In his own city of 
Atlanta, he found serious prob- 
lems of productivity because some 
supervisors were unable to read 
sufficiently to carry out their

“It’s good busines to have a 
computer-trained, literate work 
force,” Young continued, Noting 
that 80 percent of the people in 
Georgia's prisons cannot read or 
write, Young argued. “I would 
have people sentenced to learn, In 
a society where it costs $4,000 to 
$5,000 a year to put somebody in 
college, it’s cheaper to send some- 
body to school than it is to put 
$20,000-$25,000 per year to keep 
them in prison.” 

Young also urged that many 
young people are trained in the 
“cultural problems of work.”

image, and 60 percent is contact 
~who you know, and who knows 
you,” Young said. “Doing the job 
is only a small part of job train- 
ing,” the more important things 
being training in dress, grooming 
and behavior to present the right 
image to the potential employer. 

“What is popular when you're a 
teenager may not help when 


you're going for a job,” Young 
asserted. 

Young also urged creation of a 
program of universal service for 
young people, which would instill 
in them some discipline and serve 
as “preparation, for life.” Under 
Young’s model, all young people 
would be required, for two years, 
to participate in some sort of ser- 
vice program, such: as the Peace 
Corps or the armed forces. 

Noted that the armed forces 
had historically given many young 
people the discipline needed to 
prepare them, for life, Young 
asserted, “every society has some 
sort of rites that bring you from 
youth to adulthood,” and univer- 
sal service can accomplish that 
goal. 

Young was introduced by Gov. 
Richard F, Celeste, who 
applauded the state's job training 
activities. Under a program called 
Jobs for Ohio Grads, 1600 youth 
who were high risk of dropping 
out of school in the state's eight 
major urban school districts were 
given targeted job training and 
counseling. Of those, 94 percent 
graduated from high school with 
their class, and 58 percent had a 
job upon or shortly after 
graduation. 

Celeste also urged creation and 
expansion of programs to assist 
dislocated workers, and changes 
in federal policy, including pas- 
sage of a plant notification bill 

pushed by Ohio DERMOT: Howard 
Sretsenbpere.

Democrats won two contested 
judiical seats in Franklin County 
for the first time in recent 
memory, with Municipal Court 
Judge Thomas Martin defeating 
opponent Stewart Roberts.

JANET JACKSON 
beat the odds 


JOHN GLENN 
..support helped jackson 


Jackson does it her way 
to win judicial position

Janet Jackson seemed to have 
four strikes against her from the 
day in January of 1987 that she 
was sworn in as Franklin County 
municipal court judge. 

First, she was Black, in acounty 
where Black voters represented 
less than 20 percent of the electo- 
rate. Second, she was a Democrat, 
in a county where Republicans 
routinely trounced even the most 
well-financed Democratic chal- 
lengers. Third, she was a woman, 
in a county where a Black woman 
had never been appointed to a 
judicial office and only one other 
had ever run. 

And fourth, she had short hair. 
She had worn the style for a 
decade, but she was advised by 
some close politicos to let her hair 
Brow out. 

Yet. Jackson overcame all four 
strikes to post a stunning victory 
in her first elective attempt. 

The strong victory was built on 
a conscious decision by Jackson 
to run a high-profile, positive 
campaign, which emphasized her 
Blackness in subtle ways, rather 
than making an attempt to hide it, 
and saw her campaigning in areas 
where Democrats -- particularly 
Black Democrats -- had never 
dared to go. 

After her appointment, Jack- 
son recalled, “there were some 
people that said we should not be 
up there running in the suburbs,” 
and urged her not to put her face 
on any of her literature. 

“That was the only time I 
cried,” Jackson admitted. But she 
decided that she would make a 
high-profile, very public cam- 
paign “because this is 1987,” and 
she believed that the voters were 
ready for such a positive cam- 
paign by astrong Black candidate. 


The total campaign was going 
to be done her own way, Jackson 
asserted. When she was advised by 
the politicos to let her hair grow 
out, she replied, “over my dead 
body.”

the campaign, Jackson said. 

“Being Janet proved very suc- 
cessful, as she raised and outspent 
her opponent 2-1 -- an almost 
unheard-of phenomenon for a 
Democratic judicial candidate in 
Franklin County, and for a Black 
against a white candidate ‘any- 
where. She also was able to get 
strong support “across the 
board,” from Blacks and whites, 
Democrats and Republicans. 

One of her backers was U.S. 
Senator John Glenn, who did 
radio and television ads for Jack- 
son and appeared in her full-page 
election day ad in the Columbus 
Dispatch. Glenn had also been a 
strong supporter of Loretta 
Heard, who was unsuccessful in 
her bid to defeat Franklin County 
Municipal Court Clerk William 
Dawson. 

But her support was not limited 
to Glenn, as Jackson pointed out. 
Because of her aggressive cam- 
paigning in the suburbs, she 
reached thousands of voters and 
made a positive impression on 
many -- sufficient to change a tide 


which, originally, seemed stacked 
against her. 

The only thing that dismayed 
Jackson was what she considered 
to be the negative campaigning of 
her opponent, assistant Franklin 
County prosecutor Edward Mor- 
gan. His television ads ran late in 
the campaign showed Morgan 
discussing his prosecution of con- 
victed rapist Edward Jackson jux- 
taposed with comments about 
Janet Jackson. Morgan’s ads also 
mentioned the fact -disparagingly- 
that she was a Celeste appointee. 

“I ran a positive campaign -- no 
negatives,” Jackson said. “I went 
into a room at the Columbus Bar 
Association and I signed an 
agreement that I would be respon- 
sible for anything put out in my 
name.” 

She declared ‘the Morgan ads 
“horrible,” adding, “the voters 
deserve better than that,” 

Jackson had four strikes 
against her. But going up to the 
plate as “being Janet,” it was she 
who hit Franklin County’s biggest 
home run.
